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INTRODUCTION 


This  work,  as  the  title  proclaims,  simply  carries  through 
the  Jonathan  branch  of  the  David  Sage  Family.  Elisha  L. 
Sage,  of  Cromwell,  Connecticut,  in  1878,  published  his 
genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  David  Sage,  of  Middletown, 
and  his  book  has  been  used  as  a  guide  by  this  compiler.  No 
new  family  groups  were  found,  but  corrections  and  additions 
to  the  original  work  have  necessarily  been  made.  A  revised 
edition  of  the  1878  book  was  printed  in  1919  by  Charles  H. 
Sage,  of  Batavia,  New  York,  but  little  was  added  to  the 
Jonathan  line. 

David 1  Sage,  of  Middletown,  left  four  sons,  three  of 
wdiom,  John,  Jonathan,  and  Timothy,  carried  on  the  name, 
thus  dividing  the  descendants  into  three  branches.  The 
first  branch,  headed  by  John,  is  by  far  the  largest  in  num¬ 
ber,  having  been  given  a  good  start  with  the  large  families 
of  each  of  his  seven  sons.  The  Timothy,  or  third  branch, 
did  very  well  also  with  Timothy’s  four  sons.  The  Jonathan 
group,  or  second  branch,  however,  came  very  nearly  being 
left  out  entirely,  Jonathan  I,  leaving  one  infant  son  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  This  infant,  Jonathan  II,  grew  to  maturity, 
married,  and  left  four  sons,  and  this  record  is  confined  to 
their  families  and  descendants. 

These  four  sons  were  named  Jonathan,  Hezekiah,  Joseph, 
and  Moses,  in  the  order  of  their  birth,  all  bom  in  Middle- 
town,  Connecticut.  Hezekiah  and  Joseph,  and  their  families, 
with  one  or  two  exceptions,  lived  and  died  in  the  state  of 
Connecticut.  These  two  family  groups,  and  the  existing 
records  concerning  them,  are  more  or  less  limited,  as  the 
record  herein  will  reveal,  leaving  the  chief  task  to  the  com- 
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piler  of  running  down  the  descendants  of  the  remaining 
two  sons,  Jonathan  and  Moses. 

The  brothers,  Jonathan  and  Moses,  left  their  native  state 
and  settled  in  Bennington  county,  Vermont.  Moses  went 
first,  in  1776,  followed  by  Jonathan  and  his  family,  in  1780. 
Jonathan  lived  and  died  in  Shaftsbury.  °  Two  of  his  seven 
sons  remained  in  Vermont,  one  of  whom,  Jared,  left  a  large 
family  in  Windham  county.  The  other  five  sons  migrated 
westward  to  Western  Pennsylvania  and  New  York.  Moses 
lived  in  Bennington.  He  removed  west,  in  1814,  leading 
his  whole  tribe,  excepting  two  daughters,  to  Chautauqua 
county,  New  York.  From  these  points,  later  generations 
migrated  in  various  directions,  as  is  indicated  by  their  places 
of  residence. 

•  No  distinction  has  been  made,  in  this  recording,  between  Town  and 
Village  in  the  states  of  Connecticut  and  Vermont.  References  are  purposely 
made  to  include  both. 
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FIRST  GENERATION 


1.  DAVID  1  SAGE,  bom  presumably  in  Great  Britain, 
possibly  in  England,  about  1639,  died  in  Middletown, 
Conn.,  31  March  1703.  He  is  buried  in  the  old  River¬ 
side  cemetery  in  the  city  of  Middletown,  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  on  his  well  preserved  gravestone  being  our  only 
record  of  the  time  of  his  birth.  He  married  first, 
Elizabeth  Kirby,  daughter  of  John  Kirby,  born  in 
Hartford,  Conn.,  8  Sept.  1646,  died  in  Middletown 
about  1668;  married  second,  Mary  Weley,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Clough)  Wiley,  bom  in 
Watertown,  Mass.,  8  Dec.  1647,  died,  of  record,  in 
Middletown,  7  Dec.  1711. 

He  and  his  family  figure  more  or  less  prominently 
in  the  early  Town  and  Church  records  of  Middletown. 
As  an  early  inhabitant,  he  received  various  grants  of 
land  from  the  Town,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was 
possessed  of  a  goodly  estate.  He  resided  in  the  “Upper 
Houses,”  then  a  part  of  Middletown,  now  Cromwell. 

His  will,  the  original  document,  may  be  seen  in  the 
Probate  Files  of  the  State  Library  in  Hartford.  It  was 
proven  and  exhibited  in  Court,  4  May  1703.  No  ex¬ 
ecutor  being  named,  administration  was  granted  to  the 
widow,  Mary,  and  sons,  Jonathan  and  Timothy.  To 
the  bond  given  in  the  sum  of  150  pounds,  the  oldest 
son,  John,  added  his  signature.  Inventory  of  the  estate 
was  taken  under  date  of  5  June  1703,  by  John  Hamlin, 
Nathaniel  White,  and  John  Clark,  Sr.,  totaling  753-02-7 
for  real  and  personal  property.  On  12  April  1704, 
Jonathan  presented  an  account  of  his  administration 
of  the  estate  with  his  mother  and  brother.  Jonathan

later  having  died  10  Dec.  1712,  his  brother,  Timothy, 
asked  for  a  distribution  of  the  lands  he  and  Jonathan 
had  received  from  their  father,  which  distribution  was 
exhibited  in  Court  and  accepted  4  May  1713.

2.  JONATHAN2  SAGE  (David1),  baptized  in  Middle- 
town,  Conn.,  18  April,  1675,  died  there,  10  Dec.  1712; 
married  in  Middletown,  1  Nov.  1705,  Ame  Bidwell, 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary  (Colfax)  Bidwell,  bom 
in  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  1  Oct.  1678,  died  in  Middle- 
town,  29  March  1748.  She  married  second,  6  Jan.  1715, 
William  Watts,  by  whom  she  had  three  daughters. 

This  Jonathan  heads  what  we  call  the  Jonathan 
branch  of  the  Family.  The  place  of  his  burial  is  un¬ 
known,  but  was  probably  in  Riverside  cemetery,  Mid¬ 
dletown,  the  cemetery  in  the  “Upper  Houses”  (Crom¬ 
well)  having  not  been  laid  out  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Administration  of  the  estate  was  granted  jointly,  2 
Feb.  1713,  to  Ame  the  widow  and  Timothy,  a  brother. 
Bond  in  the  sum  of  300  pounds  was  given  by  Ame 
Sage,  Timothy  Sage,  and  John  Hubbard.  Inventory 
was  taken  27  April  1713,  by  Samuel  Wilcox,  Sr.,  Wil¬ 
liam  Savage,  and  John  Warner,  Jr.,  totaling  324-04-8, 
and  was  exhibited  in  Court  by  the  administratrix,  4 
May  1713.  The  dwelling  house  and  bam  were  west 
of  the  river,  with  a  total  of  100  acres  in  six  different 
tracts.  Also  included  in  the  estate  was  “half  of  the 
half  mile  lot”  east  of  the  river,  this  lot  having  been 
laid  out  originally  to  David  Sage,  Sr.

His  son,  Hezekiah,  was  administrator  of  the  estate, 
and  with  Daniel  Sage,  gave  bond  for  500  pounds, 
6  June  1774.  The  inventory  was  valued  at  422-08-6, 
and  was  signed  by  John  Smith,  Hugh  White,  and 
Daniel  Savage.  Distribution  was  made  by  Abraham 
Plumb  and  Jehiel  Williams,  and  was  accepted  by  the 
Court,  5  June  1775.  The  real  estate  consisted  of  seven 
pieces  of  land,  comprising  128%  acres.  Jonathan  and 
his  wife  are  buried  in  the  old  Cromwell  cemetery,  also 
their  daughter,  Lydia,  the  three  gravestones  standing 
side  by  side.

6.  JONATHAN  4  SAGE  (Jonathan; 3,2  David1),  born  in 
Middletown,  Conn.,  1  Dec.  1739,  died  in  Shaftsbury, 
Vt.,  1807;  married  in  Middletown,  31  Jan.  1765,  Mary 
Bale,  of  East  Hartford,  Conn.,  born  about  1746,  died 
in  Bennington  county,  Vt.,  24  April  1810. 

He  was  in  the  French  and  Indian  War.  Several  of 
his  children  were  born  in  Chatham,  Conn.,  the  last 
two  in  Vermont.  He  removed  with  his  familv  to 
Shaftsbury,  Vt.  in  1780,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death 
was  the  owner,  with  his  sons,  of  a  farm  on  West  Moun¬ 
tain  in  that  town.  His  place  of  burial  is  unknown.  His 
wife  is  buried  in  the  North  Bennington  cemetery.

Inventory  of  his  estate  is  dated  Sept.  1795,  signed 
by  Amos  Churchill,  Joel  Bacon,  and  Timothy  Gibson. 
The  final  appraisal  totaled  1448-13-9,  of  which  621- 
08-10  was  distributed  under  date  of  27  Sept.  1802.  In 
this  latter  document  the  widow,  Mary,  is  referred  to 
as  the  wife  of  John  Randall. 
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Hezekiah  is  buried  in  the  old  Cromwell  cemetery, 
his  gravestone  standing  as  late  as  1873.  The  stones 
of  his  sons,  Daniel  and  Moses,  still  remain.

He  was  living  in  Haddam,  Conn,  in  1784.  Joseph  T., 
his  son,  mortgaged  his  own  homestead  in  Sheffield  twp., 
Mass.,  in  1816,  to  support  a  $100  penalty  bond,  given 
to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  in  Middletown  for  the 
support  of  the  father  for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  No 
further  records  were  found.

11.  MOSES4  SAGE  (Jonathan,3’2  David1),  bom  in  Mid¬ 
dletown,  Conn.,  13  June  1754,  died  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
1816;  married  probably  at  Quaker  Hill,  N.  Y.,  about 
1776,  Susannah  Havlland,  daughter  of  Joseph  Havi- 
land.  She  died  in  Portland  twp.,  Chautauqua  co.,  N.  Y., 
17  Feb.  1828. 

Records  prove  the  residence  of  Moses  Sage  as  of  Mid¬ 
dletown,  Conn.,  in  August  1775,  and  Dutchess  county, 
N.  Y.,  in  March  1776.  No  record  of  his  marriage  was 
found,  but  it  is  assumed  he  married  in  1776,  and  re¬ 
moved  to  Bennington,  Vt.,  where  his  first  child  was 
born.  He  settled  where  North  Bennington  is  now  situ¬ 
ated,  on  property  owned  by  his  father-in-law,  Joseph 
Haviland.  During  the  Revolutionary  War,  Joseph  Havi- 
land  was  accused  by  the  Vermonters  of  being  a  Tory, 
and  unfriendly  to  the  American  cause,  and  the  Council 
of  Safety  sequestered  his  property  and  banished  him 
from  the  state.  Moses  and  his  wife  proved  their  loyalty 
to  the  Green  Mountain  Boys,  and  were  allowed  to  ac¬ 
quire  title  by  purchase  to  some  of  this  confiscated  prop¬ 
erty.  With  more  than  normal  energy,  he  built  up  a  busi¬ 
ness  of  such  proportions,  and  employed  so  many  per¬ 
sons,  the  place  became  known  as  “Sages  City,”  which  it 
continued  to  be  called  until  1828,  when  a  post  office  was 
established  and  the  name  changed  to  North  Benning¬ 
ton.  Starting  with  a  grist-mill,  Moses  was  not  long  in 
becoming  proprietor  also  of  a  saw-mill,  fulling  mill, 
and  general  store,  all  of  which  he  operated  until  1804, 
when  he  sold  out  to  devote  all  his  time  to  iron  ore 
smelting,  which  he  had  begun  on  Furnace  Brook,  in 
Bennington,  as  early  as  1799.  He  set  up  a  furnace  near 
the  Woodford  town  line,  about  two  miles  east  of  the 
present  city  of  Bennington. 
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The  Bennington  town  deed  records  of  the  period 
abound  in  numerous  land  transfers  through  Moses 
Sage’s  hands.  Conditions  outside  his  control,  however, 
finally  turned  against  him,  and  he  was  compelled  to 
sell  his  properties,  and  so  involved  had  he  become,  he 
was  placed  in  gaol  for  his  debts,  a  not  uncommon  pro¬ 
cedure  in  Vermont  in  those  days.  In  1811,  by  special 
act  of  the  state  legislature,  he  was  given  certain  relief. 
No  doubt  he  eventually  met  his  obligations  to  his  cred¬ 
itors,  for  we  find  him  leaving  Vermont,  in  1814,  and 
establishing  himself  and  family  in  Chautauqua  county, 
N.  Y.  He  settled  his  family  on  a  contract  of  purchase 
from  the  Holland  Land  Company,  constituting  what 
is  now  the  east  half  of  the  village  of  Brocton,  N.  Y. 
Continuing  his  interest  in  the  iron  business,  and  having 
become  associated  with  the  McClurg  family,  famed  in 
that  industry,  he  was  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  attending  to 
that  fine  of  work  when  he  died. 

He  was  a  member  and  one  of  the  leaders  of  the 
old  Baptist  Church  in  Shaftsbury,  Vt.  He  was  called 
Capt.  Moses  Sage,  which  was  probably  an  honorary 
title  bestowed  upon  him  locally.  The  only  official  rec¬ 
ord  found,  associating  his  name  with  the  military',  was 
his  election  as  an  Ensign  on  14  March  1776  in  Dutchess 
county,  N.  Y.  Elisha  L.  Sage  says  he  was  at  the  Battle 
of  Bennington;  no  doubt  he  was,  but  in  some  capacity 
other  than  a  soldier,  inasmuch  as  the  rolls  do  not  in¬ 
clude  his  name.

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It  is  of  interest  to  note  the  announcement  of  Isaac 
Sage  in  the  Vermont  Gazette,  dated  22  Aug.  1800,  in 
which  he  informs  the  public,  that  he  has  undertaken 
the  business  of  carrying  the  U.  S.  mail  from  Benning¬ 
ton  to  Brattleboro  for  the  ensuing  year.  His  route  was 
through  Wilmington,  the  home  of  Sally  Childs. 

He  brought  his  family  west  to  Chautauqua  county, 
N.  Y.  with  his  father,  Capt.  Moses  Sage,  in  1814,  and 
settled  on  a  farm  near  what  is  now  Brocton.  His  last 
few  years  were  spent  in  the  village,  his  home  being  on 
Main  St.,  later  owned  by  T.  S.  Moss,  and  destroyed  by 
fire  in  1930.  He  and  his  wufe  were  among  the  organ¬ 
izers  of  the  Portland  Baptist  Church,  in  1819,  and  Isaac 
Sage  was  the  first  clerk,  w’hich  position  he  held  many 
years.  The  old  church  minute  book  is  a  memorial  to 
his  fine  penmanship.  Pie  w'as  buried  in  the  old  Brocton 
cemetery.

In  1827,  he  estab¬ 
lished  himself  in  business  in  Erie,  Pa.  as  a  watchmaker 
and  proprietor  of  a  jewelry  store  at  6  Diamond  Row. 
His  occupation  also  included  that  of  a  silversmith,  and 
in  1830,  he  added  the  profession  of  dentistry  to  his 
varied  accomplishments,  he  being  the  first  resident 
dentist  to  set  up  for  business  in  Erie.  His  younger 
brother,  Charles  T.,  worked  with  him  in  Erie,  and  in 
1833,  Orrin  N.  sold  his  business  to  Sage  &  Carter,  and 
announced  his  intention  of  leaving  the  community. 

He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Erie,  also  one  of  the  committee  of  three 
who  had  charge  of  building  the  church  edifice  in  1833, 
and  on  7  July,  of  that  year,  he  was  licensed  to  preach 
by  this  church. 

In  the  fall  of  1835,  he  left  Erie  with  his  family,  in¬ 
tending  to  settle  in  the  South,  where  he  had  made  a 
previous  trip.  Stopping  off  the  canal-boat  at  Massillon, 
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Ohio,  he  preached  the  next  day  to  an  interested  audi¬ 
ence,  and  he  was  forthwith  invited  to  stay  and  help 
organize  a  church,  which  he  accepted.  This  was  the 
beginning  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Massillon. 
Having  been  called  in  1841  to  take  the  financial  man¬ 
agement  of  the  Ohio  Baptist  Convention,  he  gave  up 
his  Massillon  charge,  and  removed  to  Granville,  Ohio. 
He  was  corresponding  secretary  and  traveling  agent  for 
the  Convention,  and  according  to  his  own  annual  re¬ 
ports  to  that  body,  he  traveled  all  over  the  state, 
preaching,  holding  revivals,  baptizing  new  converts, 
and  collecting  funds  for  his  organization.  Most  of  the 
year  1843  was  devoted  by  him  to  the  interests  of  the 
young  and  struggling  Baptist  school  at  Granville,  called 
Granville  College,  now  Denison  University.  He  was 
sent  East  to  solicit  financial  aid  for  that  institution. 

He  resigned  his  office  with  the  Ohio  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  in  1844,  removing  to  Covington,  Ky.,  to  take 
up  a  work  connected  with  the  Western  Baptist  Theo¬ 
logical  Institute.  When  the  slavery  question  led  to 
conflict,  resulting  in  ultimate  abandonment  of  this  insti¬ 
tution,  he  became  associated  in  1848  with  the  newly 
organized  Fairmount  Baptist  Seminary,  and  although  it, 
too,  was  abandoned  after  a  few  years,  he  continued  to 
live  in  the  vicinity,  and  Fairmount,  now  a  part  of  the 
city  of  Cincinnati,  was  his  home  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Massillon,  Ohio  was  his  only  regular  pastorate,  but  in 
his  later  years  he  supplied  various  churches  in  the 
vicinity  of  Cincinnati.  He  and  his  wife  are  buried  in 
Spring  Grove  Cemetery  in  that  city.
